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Introduction. 


The  term  economy  can  be  used  to  denote  the  avoidance  of  expense,  but 
in  affairs  political  whether  applied  to  general  or  local  government,  it  may 
quite  correctly  be  used  in  relation  to  the  management  of  the  concerns  and 
resources  of  a community. 

At  the  present  time  this  word  must  be  imprinted  upon  the  brain  of  every 
individual,  and  in  the  case  of  the  public  official  it  must  now  be  so  deeply 
engraved  as  never  to  be  obliterated. 

To  most  people  the  word  economy  means  the  spending  of  less  money, 
but  only  a.  small  minority  interpret  the  term  as  spending  wisely.  In  the 
spending  of  public  funds,  it  is  chiefly  the  non-trading  departments  upon 
which  the  eyes  of  the  critics  become  focussed.  The  health  services  must, 
therefore,  come  within  this  field  of  vision,  and  it  is  only  right  and  proper 
that  the  results  of  the  money  spent  thereon  should  be  stated.  Let  us  see, 
therefore,  what  each  individual  would  save  financially  were  this  particular 
department  to  be  abolished.  He  would  actually  be  7/6d.  in  pocket  in  a 
full  year.  With  this  sum  he  could  provide  himself  with  an  inferior  hat,  a 
dog  licence  or  five  gallons  of  inferior  petrol,  etc.  Cheaper  hats  can  be 
obtained;  he  can  replace  his  dog  with  a cat,  and  a tram  can  be  used  (instead 
of  his  car.  But  it  is  not  the  user  of  these  brands  who  complains  of 
public  spending;  he  knows  he  is  getting  value  for  his  money  spent  upon  his 
well-being.  It  is  the  other  man  who  is  aggrieved,  although  his  resources 
are  better  able  to  meet  the  cost.  At  a cost  of  3 / 2 d . he  is  relieved  of  his 
household  refuse:  his  food,  water  and  milk  supply  are  under  constant 
supervision  as  to  purity;  his  dwelling  is  inspected  and  necessary  repairs 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  responsible  person;  and  public  conveniences 
are  provided.  The  sum  of  k2/ld.  provides  for  the  prevention  and  treat- 
ment of  infectious  diseases.  Would  he  rather  save  this  paltry  sum  and  be 
again  faced  with  the  scourges  of  the  past  when  Cholera,  Plague,  Typhoid, 
Smallpox,  etc.,  swept  over  the  country,  taking  toll  of  both  rich  and  poor? 
Even  these  names,  let  alone  the  results,  have  now  almost  been  forgotten, 
and  those  diseases  which  yet  do  appear  in  epidemic  form  are  so  inild  in  their 
effects  as  not  to  arouse  general  interest,  The  provision  of  better  facilities 
for  the  birth  of  his  descendants  and  their  improved  prospect  of  survival  as 
children  cost  him  2/3d.  For  this  a Maternity  Home  is  provided;  by  the 
establishment  of  Clinics;  the  chances  of  the  newly-born  infant  surviving  the 
critical  first  year  of  life  have  been  increased  fourfold  within  recent  years; 
and  during  his  school  years  his  health  is  studied  with  a view  to  being  able 
to  digest  what  is  being  taught. 

Add  to  all  these  benefits  such  matters  as  the  prevention  of  bad  teeth 
and  diseases  of  nutrition,  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  slum  clearance, 
smoke  nuisance,  etc.,  and  reflect  upon  the  conditions  which  existed  in  the 
Middle  Ages.  Is  the  prolongation  of  life  not  worth  7/6  per  year? 

The  management  of  the  concerns  and  resources  of  the  community,  as 
carried  out  for  the  furtherance  of  healthy  minds  and  bodies,  is  a matter 
which  deserves  the  help  of  each  individual  in  assisting  the  official  in  the 
carrying  out  of  his  duty  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  citizens.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE  LOCAL 
AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

(1) .  For  Fevers  and  Tuberculosis. 

With  the  exception  of  Puerperal  Fever,  for  which  other 
accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Council,  all  cases  of  Noti- 
fiable Infectious  Diseases  can  be  treated  at  the  Hyde  Borough 
Hospital.  It  is  only  under  exceptional  circumstances  that  Hyde 
cases  are  treated  at  home — the  majority  of  the  cases  being  ad- 
mitted to  Hospital. 

(2) .  For  Small-pox. 

The  Corporation  owns  a Small-pox  Hospital  of  30  beds,  of 
which  eight  beds  are  retained  by  Hyde. 

In  order  to  provide  additional  accommodation  for  cases 
of  doubtful  infection  a new  block  consisting  of  ten  cubicles  was 
opened  on  August  31st.  Th'e  project  has  so  far  been  found 
highly  successful.  Numerous  cases  of  the  less  common  com- 
municable diseases,  cases  admitted  under  observation,  and  post 
operative  cases  have  been  treated  in  this  block.  In  one  instance 
it  was  found  possible  to  close  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  which 
it  was  necessary  to  open  for  the  admission  of  a case  of  sus- 
pected Small-pox.  This  case  was  transferred  to  the  Cubicle 
block  after  three  days  detention  in  the  Small-pox  Hospital, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  period  of  isolation  continued  with 
greater  efficiency  and  economy.  It  has  also  been  found  possible 
to  admit  severe  cases  of  Measles  without  the  risk  of  cross- 
infection. The  number  of  cases  treated  in  this  block  for  the 
three  months  ended  31st  December,  1933,  was  51. 

The  Borough  of  Stalybridge  during  the  past  two  years  has 
put  an  additional  strain  upon  the  Hospital,  and  so  far  this  extra 
usage  of  the  accommodation  has  not  necessitated  any  addition 
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to  the  staff.  The  Council  would  do  well  to  bear  in  mind  the  in- 
creasing amount  of  work  thrown  upon  the  Medical  staff  of  the 
Hospitals,  the  accommodation  of  which  is  as  follows:  —

The  accommodation  for  Tuberculosis  continues  to  remain 
at  approximately  100  per  cent,  occupancy,  and  the  cases  are  be. 
ing  admitted  for  shorter  duration  than  hitherto,  thereby  in- 
creasing the  numbers  to  be  dealt  with.  The  number  of  general 
Infectious  Diseases  continues  to  remain  high — there  being  100 
more  than  in  1932 — the  sum  total  of  cases  dealt  with  being  361 
for  1933.  It  is  usually  considered  necessary  in  such  Hospitals  to 
provide  one  whole  time  resident  Medical  Officer  for  100  beds. 
The  resident  staff,  for  which  accommodation  at  present  exists, 
comprises  Matron,  Sister  Deputy  Matron,  2 Ward  Sisters,  2 
Charge  Nurses,  1 Staff  Nurse,  11  Probationer  Nurses,  11 
Female  Domestics,  and  4 Male  Domestics. 

When  the  present  Hospital  was  erected  accommodation  was 
provided  for  54  beds  with  corresponding  administrative  block 
accommodation.  Now  the  accommodation  for  patients  is 
doubled,  the  administrative  block  is  cramped,  and  there  are  no 
quarters  for  the  resident  doctor.  These  facts  added  to  the 
increased  amount  of  work  devolving  upon  the  medical  staff 
(consisting  of  one  whole^time  and  one  part  time  Medical 
Officer)  by  the  addition  of  a Maternity  Home  and  recent 
legislature,  reveals  how  restricted  must  be  the  time  to  be 
devoted  to  the  work  at  the  Hospital. 

All  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  the  major  portion  of 
which  could  be  effectively  be  done  at  the  Hospital  at  a cost 
considerably  less  than  the  rate  charged  at  present.

(4) .  Maternity. 

(a)  For  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  the  Council  have  equipped  and 
staffed  the  new  Aspland  Maternity  Home,  having  accommodation  for  11 
patients.  If  fully  occupied  for  a complete  year  a total  of  286  patient* 
could  be  dealt  with  in  this  institution. 

(b)  For  abnormal  cases  the  Council  provide  facilities  for  suitable 
treatment  in  Ashton  Infirmary  and  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Manchester. 
During  the  year  1932  five  cases  of  Difficult  Labour  were  sent  for  treat- 
ment. Payment  for  such  cases  is  at  the  rate  of  £3  3s.  per  week,  and 
towards  this  amount  the  patient  is  expected  to  contribute  to  the  Council 
what  amount  she  can  afford. 

(5)  Children. 

The  majority  of  children  are  sent  for  Hospital  treatment  to  Ashton 
Infirmary  and  the  Manchester  Children's  Hospital,  Pendlebury. 

(6)  . General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  makes  contribution  to  the  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary 
and  Ashton  Infirmary  and  to  the  various  hospitals  in  the  district.  Con- 
tributions are  made  through  the  Mayor’s  Fund.  The  amount  distributed 
during  1933  was  ^125,  and  the  following  is  the  number  of  patients  who 
received  treatment  in  return  for  the  amount  received; —

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AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  the  remo  val  of  Infectious 
Diseases  from  Hyde  and  the  various  outside  authorities  using  the  Borough 
Hospitals.  Both  are  kept  at  the  Fire  Station,  and  are  driven  by  members 
of  the  Fire  Brigade  Staff,  the  service  being  maintained  in  a highly  satisfac- 
tory manner. 

The  number  of  patients  so  conveyed  to  the  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital 
during  1933  was  259,  of  which  88  were  from  Hyde  itself,  and  171  from 
areas  outside  the  Borough. 

No  charge  is  made  for  cases  resident  within  the  Borough,  but  for 
outside  authorities  a standard  charge  is  made  plus  mileage. 

In  addition  25  cases  were  removed  to  High  Peak  Hospital  from  areas 
served  by  that  Hospital. 

(b)  For  Non-Infectious  and  Accident  Cases  : 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  these  purposes,  and  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Chief  Constable. 

The  total  number  of  calls  in  the  Borough  upon  these  vehicles  during 
the  year  was  614;  83  were  cases  of  accident,  531  for  removals  to  and  from 
Hospitals,  etc.,  and  on  2 occasions  the  call  was  found  unnecessary1. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  use  of  these  ambulances  for  cases  resident 
within  the  Borough,  but  in  the  case  of  removal  of  cases  to  Hospitals  a 
certificate  from  the  private  practitioner  is  required  to  prevent  abuse  of 
this  privilege.

and  4th  Mondays,  from  2-15  p.m.  till  4-30  p.m. 

(4)  Dent'al  Clinic,  at  Mechanics’  Institute,  for  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  5 years,  on  Saturdays,  from  9-30  a.m. 
till  12-3.0  p.m. 

(b)  Orthopaedic  Clinic  : 

At  Parsonage  Street  Centre,  on  Mondays,  from  10  a.m.  till  4-30 
p.m.  On  Wednesdays,  from  9-30  a.m.  till  12  noon.  The 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  on  the  third  Friday  of  each  month 
from  2 — 5 p.m. 
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(c)  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  : 

At  Parsonage  Street  Centre,  on  Mondays  and  Fridays,  from  9-30 
a.m.  till  5 p.m. 

(d)  Day  Nurseries  : 

None. 

(e)  School  Clinics  : 

(1)  Clinics  for  Minor  Ailments,  at  Mechanics'  Institute  daily  (Sundays 
excepted),  from  9 a.m.  till  12  noon. 

(2)  Eye  Clinic  for  Refractions,  at  Mechanics’  Institute,  on  Mondays 
and  Thursdays,  from  11  a.m.  till  12  noon. 

(3)  Dental  Clinic,  at  Mechanics’  Institute,  for  School  Children,  on 
Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  from  9-30  a.m.  till  12-30 
p.m.,  and  1-45  p.m,  till  4-45  p.m. 

(f)  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  : 

Treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  is  arranged  by 
the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  District  Tuberculosis  Officer 
attends  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Beeley  Street,  Hyde,  on 
Mondays,  from  10  a.m.  till  12  noon,  also  on  Wednesdays,  from 
2 p.m.  till  4-30  p.m.,  and  6 p.m.  till  7-30  p.m, 

(g)  Treatment  Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases  : 

There  are  none  within  the  Borough.  Patients  attend  the  V.D. 
Centres  at  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  Manchester. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

( a ) General  : 

Two  Nurses  are  employed  by  the  Hyde  District  Nursing  Associa- 
tion, which  is  affiliated  with  the  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilee  Nursing 
Association. 

As  is  shown  by  the  number  of  visits,  e.g.,  7,064  paid  to  311  cases, 
an  average  of  11  cases  have  been  visited  per  nurse  during  the 
year  ended  30th  September,  1933.  These  nurses  do  not  attend 
Maternity  or  Infectious  cases. 

(b)  For  Infectious  Diseases: 

No  provision  is  made  by  the  Council  for  the  supply  of  Nurses  to 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  for  which  hospital  accommodation  is 
not  available. 

(c)  Midwives  : 

There  are  10  Midwives  resident  in  Hyde,  four  of  which  are 
attached  to  the  Maternity  Home.  All  are  under  the  supervision 
of  the  County  Council.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  for  human  consumption  is  obtained  from  the  Man- 
chester Corporation  reservoirs. 

The  following  particulars  of  Hyde's  water  service  have 
kindly  been  supplied  by  the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department. 

The  average  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  the  popu- 
lation calculated  for  the  year  was  21.9  gallons  per  day,  of  which 
15.18  gallons  were  used  for  domestic  purposes,  and  the  remain- 
ing 6.72  gallons  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

During  the  year  complaint  was  received  from  a brewery 
that  a sample  of  water  submitted  privately  to  an  analyst  had 
proved  to  be  turbid  and  unfit  for  brewing.  Arrangements 
were  made  with  the  complainant  for  samples  to  be  taken  in 
the  presence  of  a Sanitary  Inspector,  so  that  they  could  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  private  analyst  at  the  same  time  as  those  sub- 
mitted to  the  Corporation’s  examiners,  the  samples  in  each 
case  to  be  subjected  to  chemical  and  bacteriological  scrutiny. 

All  the  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  com- 
plainant’s analyst  remarked : — 

“These  results  indicate  a water  supply  of  highly  satis- 
factory purity  at  source,  and  neither  the  analytical  figures 

nor  the  bacteriogical  results  provide  any  evidence  of  pollu- 
tion”. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Apart  from  a few  short  lengths  of  main  sewers,  no  import- 
ant change  has  occurred  in  the  length  of  the  drainage  system, 
which  has  a total  length  of  38.48  miles. 

Negotiations  with  regard  to  the  proposed  sewage  works 
extensions  are  well  in  hand.  The  Ministerial  enquiry  for  the 
purpose  of  loan  for  the  acquisition  of  land  has  been  held,  but 
at  the  time  of  writing  sanction  is  not  to  hand.  It  is  hoped  to 
receive  this  in  order  that  a commencement  of  work  may  be 
made  during  the  current  year. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 


The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  Mersey,  forms  one 
boundary  of  the  Borough.  A check  on  its  pollution  is  exer- 
cised by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Rivers  Board. 

Closet  Accommodation.

The  arrangements  in  operation  for  the  collection,  removal 
and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  continued  unchanged. 

The  Health  Department  continued  to  collect  and  remove 
house  and  trade  refuse,  and  to  dispose  of  a minor  portion  by 
controlled  tipping. 

The  Sewage  Works  Department  was  responsible  for  the 
disposal  of  refuse  by  incineration,  whilst  the  Highways  Depart- 
ment carried  out  street  cleansing  duties. 

Horses,  carts  and  team  labour  are  hired  as  required  from 
the  Teams  Department.

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Refuse  Removal. 

On  many  past  occasions,  when  writing  of  refuse  collec- 
tion, attention  Tias  been  drawn  to  the  unhygienic  and  unsatis- 
factory method  of  deposit  of  refuse  into  open  horse-drawn 
carts.  It  is  true  that  canvas  covers  are  provided  for  the  fin- 
ished load,  but  during  the  loading  operations  the  dissemina- 
tion of  dust  and  loose  debris  in  the  vicinity  of  the  vehicle  is  a 
most  unsatisfactory  feature.  It  is  pleasing,  therefore,  to  be 
able  to  record  that  the  Council  have  at  last  decided  to  pur- 
chase two  mechanical  vehicles.  Many  tests  have  taken  place 
in  recent  years  in  order  to  ascertain  the  best  vehicle  for  this 
particular  work,  and  during  the  year  a further  investigation 
took  place.  As  a result  the  Council  have  decided  to  purchase 
two  S.  and  D.  Freighters  of  the  Newcastle  type,  which  are 
expected  to  be  in  service  during  the  current  year.  These  par- 
ticular vehicles  are  fitted  with  roller  shutters  which  can  be 
opened  as  required,  so  shielding  the  contents  of  the  vehicles 
whilst  loading  is  taking  place,  and  minimising  the  distribu- 
tion of  dust. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  incineration  method  of  refuse  disposal  is  still  in  opera- 
tion, but  the  trend  towards  controlled  tipping  goes  on. 

More  refuse  is  being  tipped  in  order  to  relieve  pressure 
at  the  destructor,  where  a skeleton  night  shift  only  is  em- 
ployed, and  to  the  Corporation’s  economic  advantage. 

It  was  reported  last  year  that  negotiations  were  in  pro- 
gress with  the  object  of  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the  purpose 
of  controlled  tipping.  During  the  year  under  review,  these 
preliminary  negotiations  were  completed,  and  application  was 
made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  sanction  to  borrow  the 
necessary  money  in  order  to  finance  the  scheme.  A Ministerial 
Inspector  held  a local  enquiry,  and  visited  the  proposed  site  in 
May,  with  a result  that  sanction  to  borrow  was  obtained  sub- 
ject to  tipping  being  carried  out  according  to  the  Ministry’s 
regulations  for  controlled  tipping. 

The  proposed  site  of  the  tip  is  a valley  locally  known  as 
Dolls  i’th’ole,  containing  four  dwelling  houses,  allotments,  and 
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an  ancient  unconsecrated  cemetery  in  which  no  interments  had 
taken  place  for  many  years.  The  Home  Office  permission  was 
obtained  for  the  removal  of  the  remains  in  this  burying  ground 
to  the  Corporation’s  cemetery  early  in  the  current  year,  and 
the  transfer  was  undertaken  with  all  expedition  and  respect  by 
the  Borough  Surveyor’s  Department,  to  whom  credit  is  due 
for  the  successful  accomplishment  of  a difficult  task.  The 
dwelling  houses  on  the  site  are  now  cleared  of  tenants,  and 
their  demolition  will  follow  at  an  early  date. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year’s  report,  it  will  not  be  possible 
to  change  the  method  of  refuse  disposal  to  that  of  controlled 
tipping  until  projected  alterations  to  the  Sewage  Works  are 
carried  out.  As  stated  elsewhere,  a Ministerial  enquiry  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  borrowing  powers  should 
be  extended  to  the  Corporation  in  order  that  they  might  secure 
the  necessary  land  for  such  extensions,  has  been  held,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  consent  has  not  been  received.

Complaints  received  and  investigated  179 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

The  emission  of  black  smoke  is  limited  by  bye-laws  to  two 
minutes  per  half-hour.  The  number  of  observations  taken  was 
30,  and  of  these  three  exceeded  the  time  limit,  giving  readings 
of  101,  7 and  21  minutes  black  smoke  respectively. 

Where  a contravention  of  the  byelaw  occurred,  the  respect- 
ive managers  and  engineers  were  interviewed,  and  the  nuisance 
abated — in  one  case  by  additional  boiler  plant  being  installed 
and  extra  staff  employed,  and  in  the  other  two  by  improved 
methods  of  stoking. 

One  informal  notice  was  served  during  the  year. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  three  trades  of  this  category  on  the  register,  all 
of  which  are  tripedressers. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  two  common  lodging  houses  have  been  the  object  of 
the  usual  visitations  duing  the  year,  and  were  found  to  be  kept 
satisfactorily. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

No  accurate  record  of  the  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings 
and  to  which  the  Corporation’s  bye-laws  apply  is  available, 
because  of  the  constant  movement  of  population,  which  would 
disturb  any  record  however  well  kept. 

The  letting  of  the  new  Corporation  Estate  at  Back  Bower, 
and  part  of  the  Muslin  Street  Estate,  has  reduced  the  amount 
of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough,  and  as  a consequence  has 
lessened  the  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

Canal  Boats. 

No  inspections  have  been  necessary  owing  to  the  very 
limited  usage  of  the  High  Peak  Canal  during  the  year. 

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms. 

There  is  no  need  for  regulations  with  regard  to  under- 
ground sleeping  rooms,  as  such  rooms  are  non-existent  in  this 
Borough. 

Outworkers. 

Lists  of  outworkers  are  received  twice  yearly  from  firms 
within  the  Borough  employing  such  labour.  Eight  lists  were 
received  during  the  year  from  five  firms  employing  17  workers. 
One  of  these  out-workers  was  employed  at  tailoring,  and  the 
remainder  at  hat-finishing.  No  action  has  been  found  necess- 
ary in  relation  to  the  places  at  which  these  persons  carry  out 
their  work.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

New  Houses. 

The  building  of  new  houses  by  private  enterprise  has 
markedly  increased  during  the  year,  but  as  the  95  new  houses 
were  erected  for  sale,  and  have  been  separately  built,  or  pur- 
chased when  built  by  individuals  desiring  to  live  in  their  own 
houses,  the  problem  of  having  houses  available  at  moderate 
rentals  for  working  class  people  has  not  been  approached 
except  by  the  Corporation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  26  of  the 
28  houses  proposed  on  the  Back  Bower  Estate  were  inhabited, 
and  work  had  been  put  in  hand  on  the  176  houses  on  the 
Muslin  Street  site.  As  one  of  the  undertakings  given  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  when  permission  to  proceed  with  the  work 
on  the  latter  estate  was  given,  was  that  the  houses  when 
erected  should  be  used  only  to  abate  overcrowding,  it  would 
appear  that  a good  step  has  been  taken  towards  securing  the 
abatement  of  overcrowding  in  the  Borough. 

Defective  Houses. 

The  effect  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  has  been  to  divide 
houses  at  which  defects  exist  into  two  sharply  defined  classes — 
those  which  can  be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost,  and  those 
which  cannot  be  so  treated.  When  dealing  with  a house  of  the 
first  category,  the  practice  has  been  to  sferve  a legal  notice,  and 
upon  expiry  if  the  necessary  work  be  not  done,  to  pass  a copy 
of  the  notice  to  the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department,  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  carried  out  and  the  cost  of  such  opera- 
tions recovered.  This  policy  has  been  continued. 

With  regard  to  those  in  the  second  category,  those  which 
it  is  thought  cannot  be  repaired  at  reasonable  cost,  the  year 
has  been  made  notable  by  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  definite  proposals  to  be  submitted  to  that  Department,  con- 
taining provision  for  the  demolition  of  such  houses,  to  take  the 
form  of  a positive  programme  to  cover  the  five  years  1934  to 
1938  inclusive. 

t 

The  preparation  of  the  programme  imposed  strain  on  the 
Department,  and  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  the  time  devoted 
to  the  carrying  out  of  the  programme  with  the  present  staff. 
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can  only  be  applied  by  the  sacrifice  of  a similar  amount  of  time 
from  other  more  routine  but  nevertheless  important  work, 
which  must  of  necessity  be  neglected. 

The  suggested  programme  approved  by  the  Council  in- 
volves the  consideration  of  demolition  with  regard  to  223 
houses,  and  the  rehousing  of  897  people. 

The  proposed  scheme  is  to  deal  with  170  of  these  defective 
houses  in  four  clearance  areas,  the  remaining  53  to  be  dealt 
with  as  individual  houses.  The  preparation  of  appropriate  re- 
ports has  already  begun. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  register  of  cow-keepers  at  the  close  of  the  year  con- 
tained 38  names,  whilst  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register 
of  milk  purveyors  was  109. 

By  provision  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order, 
1923,  two  dealers’  licences  were  granted,  one  for  the  sale  of 
Grade  A.  Milk,  and  one  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk. 
Two  Supplementary  licences  were  also  granted,  one  each  for 
Grade  A.  and  Pasteurised. 


There  are  no  producers  of  graded  milks  in  the  Borough.

Nine  Samples  were  despatched  for  examination  by  this 
method  during  the  year.  They  were  not  routine  samples,  but 
were  taken  as  the  result  of  two  complaints  received,  as  to  the 
quality  of  milk  supplied  by  two  purveyors  of  milk.  In  both 
cases  defects  were  traced  to  faulty  treatment  of  the  milk  after 
leaving  the  cow;  the  faults  were  corrected,  and  satisfactory 
repeat  samples  obtained. 

Routine  examination  of  milk  samples  for  bacterial  count 
had  to  be  abandoned  for  the  year,  as  it  was  found  that  during 
the  summer  months,  when  such  sampling  would  have  been 
most  effective,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  were  fully  occupied  on 
Housing  work,  which  owing  to  Ministerial  requests  had 
become  an  urgent  demand. 

Test  by  Inoculation  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  77  samples  collected  during  the  year  for  examination 
by  this  method,  8 or  10.39  per  cent,  were  found  to  contain  the 
Tubercle  Bacillus.  In  all  cases  where  positive  results  were  ob- 
tained the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified,  the 
offending  animal  traced  by  his  Veterinary  Officer,  and  destroyed 
in  accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925,  by  the  Bor- 
ough Police.

During  the  slimmer  months  17  samples  of  this  commodity 
were  examined  for  bacterial  content,  and  the  usual  miscellan- 
eous collection  of  results  obtained,  varying  from  the  very  com- 
mendable to  the  rankly  bad. 

One  hesitates  to  urge  the  introduction  of  fresh  legal  matter 
at  a time  when  the  effects  of  existing  legislation  are  almost 
overwhelming,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  only  satisfactory 
method  of  adequate  control  would  be  to  make  registration  of 
manufacturers  and  their  premises  compulsory,  and  to  fix  a 
standard  of  bacterial  quality  which  is  reasonably  attainable.

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The  Analyst’s  report  on  the  informal  Samples  of  rice  No. 
336  read  : “This  sample  is  “Polished  Rice’’  and  adulterated.  It 
contains  .74  per  cent,  of  extraneous  mineral  matter,  of  which 
.36  per  cent,  is  Steotite  (Talc  or  French  Chalk),  and  which  is 
used  for  polishing  the  rice.  0.5  per  cent,  is  the  limit  allowed 
for  total  mineral  matter”.  Following  receipt  of  this  report 
formal  samples  of  polished  rice  Nos.  347,  348,  349  and  350 
were  submitted  and  proved  as  follows : — 

347  Adulterated,  containing  0.66  per  cent,  mineral  matter. 
348.  Genuine. 

349  From  same  vendor  as  No.  336,  genuine,  containing 
0.34  per  cent,  mineral  matter. 

350  Adulterated,  containing  0.54  per  cent,  mineral  matter. 

On  the  analyst’s  advice  the  vendors  of  Nos.  336,  347,  and 
No.  350  were  warned  that  the  samples  contained  too  much 
mineral  matter,  and  it  is  intended  to  obtain  further  samples. 

All  other  samples  mentioned  in  the  tabular  report  proved 

genuine. 
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SECTION  III. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Regulations  is  given  in  table  14,  and  amounts  to  259  for  the 
year. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Scarlet  fever,  which  disease  was  not  in  evidence  to  any 
abnormal  extent  during  the  period  immediately  preceding  Janu- 
ary, 1933,  assumed  sudden  and  greater  proportions  immediately 
following  the  5th  day  of  that  month.  During  the  week  follow- 
ing this  date  twelve  cases  of  this  disease  commenced  to  be  ill, 
and  later  notified  as  Scarlet  Fever.  The  usual  procedure  was 
followed  in  investigating  the  outbreak,  and  it  was  revealed  that 
in  eleven  out  of  the  twelve  cases  a common  source  of  milk 
supply  existed.  During  the  following  week  thirteen  further 
cases  were  discovered,  to  be  followed  by  a further  eight  cases 
which  consumed  this  same  milk,  i.e.,  thirty-three  cases  in  three 
weeks. 

The  explosive  type  of  the  epidemic  immediately  focussed 
the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  upon  some  common 
source  of  infection  which  in  this  instance  was  most  likely  to  be 
the  milk  supply  to  the  cases.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
with  the  consent  of  the  persons  concerned,  examined  those 
present  who  handled  milk,  and  his  suspicion  was  at  once 
aroused  by  the  condition  of  a farm  labourer.  This  man  was  suf- 
fering from  the  type  of  sore  throat  which  was  common  to  all  the 
cases  notified  as  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  that  period.  As  the 
man  stated  that  he  was  under  treatment  by  his  family  doctor, 
and  had  not  been  notified  as  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  he 
received  such  treatment  as  necessitated  his  discontinuing,  for 
tfie  time,  his  work  at  the  farm.  The  only  potential  source  of 
infection  was  thereby  removed  from  contact  with  the  milk. 

In  order  to  exclude  the  possibility  of  any  danger  of  disease 
arising  from  the  cows  at  the  farm,  an  examination  of  these 
was  carried  out,  and  samples  from  each  animal  examined  bac- 
teriologically.  Further-more  , this  Department  took  much 
trouble  in  treating  all  milk  at  the  farm  in  such  a way  that 
would  be  most  likely  to  eliminate  danger  of  any  infection  re- 
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maining  in  the  vessels,  etc.,  used  for  the  milk.  The  method 
used  was  to  heat  the  milk  to  pasteurisation  temperature  for  a 
period  of  thirty  minutes  in  vessels  immersed  in  a wash  boiler — 
the  treatment  being  undertaken  by  a Sanitary  Inspector  of  this 
department.  The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  milk  and  of  the  labourer  showed  that  the  milk  taken  from 
the  udders  was  not  the  cause  of  disease,  but  that  the  labourer 
was  harbouring  Haemolytic  Stretpoccal  Bacteria  in  his  throat. 

Following  the  investigations  carried  out  and  the  action 
taken,  the  danger  of  a milk  borne  mass  infection  appeared  to 
have  been  arrested  as  was  proved  by  the  course  of  events  which 
followed.  The  epidemic  continued  in  abated  form,  and  the 
cases  now  being  notified  could  practically  in  every  instance  be 
regarded  as  being  secondary  to  those  early  cases  at  th,e  com- 
mencement of  the  epidemic.  In  order  to  be  quite  clear  that  the 
continuance  of  the  epidemic  was  not  in  any  way  due  to  the  milk, 
a further,  veterinary  and  bacteriological  examination  was  made 
on  March  3rd,  and  as  a result  no  grounds  for  suspicion  were 
entertained.  The  labourer  was  still  considered  a potential 
source  of  danger  through  the  persistance  of  these  particular 
germs  in  his  throat,  and  did  not  return  to  work  until  he  was 
bacteriologically  free  from  infection. 

The  disease  was  of  a type  more  severe  than  has  been  ex_ 
periencd  during  recent  years,  and  this  localised  epidemic  coin- 
cided with  cases  of  more  mild  type  which  had  no  obvious  con- 
nection with  any  common  source  such  as  a milk  supply.  The 
bulk  of  the  severe  form  of  cases  ceased  to  occur  within  three 
weeks  of  the  first  case,  but  secondary  isolated  cases  continued 
for  approximately  a further  five  weeks,  since  when  no  cases  of 
this  type  were  reported.  The  number  of  cases  of  this  septic 
type  which  were  considered  to  have  become  infected  directly  or 
indirectly  from  the  milk  source  was  forty-three,  of  which  four 
died.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  forty-seven  per  cent,  of 
the  households  affected,  cases  of  severe  septic  throat  occurred 
within  a week  of  the  onset  of  the  case  of  fever,  and  although 
no  rash  was  evident  it  was  considered  that  the  infection  was 
common  to  both  those  having  a rash  and  those  having  no  rash. 
Without  exception  the  throat  symptoms  in  the  cases  treated  as 
Scarlet  Fever  were  severe,  and  of  the  streptococcal  type,  and 
those  treated  in  Hospital  by  Anti-Scarlet  Serum  made  good 
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recovery,  whereas  the  four  cases  which  died  were  treated  at 
their  homes,  no  serum  being  administered,  or  if  so,  not  until 
the  chances  of  recovery  were  remote. 

Arising  from  this  somewhat  alarming  epidemic  the  follow- 
ing points  are  worthy  of  particular  note  : — 

a.  The  relationship  between  Septic  Scarlet  Fever  and 

Tonsilitis. 

b.  The  high  percentage  of  cases  in  which  no  rash  was 

evident. 

c.  The  possibility  of  improvising  a method  of  pasteurisa- 

tion on  small  farm  premises,  in  addition  to  the  removal 
of  a focus  of  Haemolytic  Streptococci  from  the  pre- 
mises. 

d.  The  beneficial  effect  of  Anti-Scarlet  Serum  if  given 

early  in  the  disease. 

The  tracing  of  the  infection  in  this  epidemic  was  rendered 
more  difficult  by  the  fact  that  cases  of  a mild  type  of  Scarlet 
Fever  kept  occurring  concurrently  throughout  the  period. 
These  were  definitely  of  a different  type  confined  to  school  chil- 
dren, and  more  widespread  through  the  Borough,  whereas  the 
septic  cases  were  confined  to  a well-defined  district,  and 
affected  all  ages  from  three  to  forty-eight  years. 

Diphtheria. 

The  seventeen  cases  notified  as  suffering  from  this  disease 
were  all  admitted  to  Hospital  and  the  diagnosis  confirmed  in 
twelve  cases,  two  of  whom  died  from  a severe  type  of  the 
disease. 

The  early  administration  of  Anti-Diphtheric  Serum  would 
not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  realised  by  many  practitioners,  and 
where  a Bacteriological  investigation  is  thought  advisable,  the 
taking  of  a throat  swab  should  invariably  be  followed  by 
serum.  In  fact  no  throat  swab  outfit  supplied  should  be  con- 
sidered complete  unless  containing  a supply  of  serum. 

Pneumonia. 

Pneumonia  cases  notified  numbered  75,  with  a morbidity 
rate  of  58.6  per  cent.

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No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  the  Public 
Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which 
enforce  anyone  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  to  give  up  his  or 
her  employment  in  the  interests  of  the  General  Public.  Nor 
has  it  been  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  section  62  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  which  confers  powers  to  compel 
any  person  to  be  removed  to  hospital  on  the  ground  that  there 
is  serious  risk  of  infection  to  other  persons. 

The  District  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  L.  I.  Henzell,  M.D., 
B.Sc.,  D.P.H.,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  statement 
regarding  Tuberculosis  work  in  the  area.

Included  in  the  Tuberculous  are  three  (3)  who  came  to  re- 
side in  the  Borough  during  the  year  from  an  address  outside 
the  Borough.

It  is  pleasing  to  record  an  improvement  in  the  past  year  or 
two  in  the  conditions  of  treatment  of  men  from  Hyde  in  the 
Hyde  Tuberculosis  Pavilion.  The  willing  co-operation  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent  (Dr.  F.  W.  C.  Brown)  in  arranging 
that  the  duration  of  stay  shall  be  in  part  correlated  to  the 
patients  home  conditions,  has  resulted  in  the  practical  abolition 
of  the  prevously  long  waiting  list.  The  result  is  that  a badly 
infected  man  in  an  overcrowded  house  can  now  be  removed, 
with  very  little  delay,  to  the  Hyde  Pavilion,  and  the  risk  of 
infection  to  other  persons  in  the  household  is  thus  diminished. 
This  is  not  obviously  dramatic  in  its  results,  but  will  undoubt- 
edly bear  fruit  in  the  future. 

Another  result  of  this  co-operation  with  Dr.  Brown  is  that 
the  Hospital  can  now  be  used  as  a sorting  house  for  patients; 
after  a period  of  closer  observation  than  is  possible  at  home  it 
can  be  decided  whether  it  is  advisable  to  transfer  men  to  the 
Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium,  Market  Drayton,  where  they  can 
have  more  active  treatment.  Moreover,  it  is  believed  that  now 
the  Hospital  is  regarded  by  the  patients  themselves  and  their 
relatives  and  friends  as  being  an  institution  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis,  and  not,  as  has  been  regrettably  the  case  in 
former  years,  a mere  “home  for  the  dying.” 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  both  for 
observation  and  treatment,  is  hindered  considerably  by  the  lack 
of  an  Xray  plant — that  most  potent  weapon  in  the  armament- 
arium of  the  Tuberculosis  physician.  If  this  were  available, 
the  efficiency  and  thoroughness  of  the  work  done  in  the  Hos- 
pital, would  certainly  be  increased,  and  the  results  would  be 
visible  in  the  Borough  in  years  to  come. 
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SECTION  IV. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  is  carried  out  by 
the  Local  Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  In  addition  to  the  provision  of  two  Mater- 
nity and  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  a Maternity  Home,  the 
part-time  services  of  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and  three 
nurses  are  available  for  the  work. 

Ante-Natal  Service. 

The  importance  of  extending  the  health  service  in  this 
direction  has  been  stressed  in  recent  reports,  and  by  the  ex- 
tended use  of  the  Corporation’s  Maternity  Home  ante-natal 
work  is  increasing. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Monday,  except  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  at  Parsonage  Street  Centre.

The  Maternity  Home. 

The  Municipal  Maternity  Home  has  accommodation  for 
eleven  patients  and  is  staffed  by  Midwives  who  are  also  fully 
trained  nurses. 

Patients  in  the  Ilome  have  the  option  of  being  attended  by 
their  own  medical  practitioner,  and,  if  necessary,  by  a specialist 
in  midwifery,  and  in  order  not  to  debar  any  class  from  gaining 
admission  the  fees  charged  are  to  a certain  extent  elastic,  de- 
pending upon  the  patient's  income.  In  the  case  of  non-res- 
dents  in  Hyde  the  fees  charged  are  upon  a higher  scale. 

Applications  for  admission  to  the  Home  are  made  on  a 
prescribed  form,  and  options  are  given  to  the  applicants  re- 
garding (a)  the  type  of  ward,  (b)  the  attendance  of  doctor  and 
midwife  or  midwife  only,  (c)  the  payment  of  full  or  reduced 
fees. 

It  is  a rule  that  no  patient  is  admitted  who  has  not  been 
examined  ante-natally  prior  to  admission. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  record  an  increase  of  34  patients  com- 
pared with  last  year;  whilst  approximately  one-third  of  the  total 
confinements  amongst  Hyde  residents  took  place  in  this  institu- 
tion.

The  Corporation  has  an  arrangement  with  Ashton  Infirm- 
ary whereby  cases  of  Difficult  Labour  and  Puerperal  Sepsis  are 
sent  for  treatment.

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  total,  88  per  cent,  of  the  chil- 
dren died  from  causes  largely  attributable  to  their  existence 
prior  to  birth,  and  that  approximately  50  per  cent,  died  within 
the  first  week  of  life. 

This  can  be  considered  highly  satisfactory  from  the  point 
of  view  of  the  after-care  activities  of  the  Child  Welfare  work, 
but  on  the  other  hand,  points  to  the  necessity  for  more  super- 
vision of  the  prospective  mothers.  It  is  possible  that  the 
economic  position  in  the  country  generally  is  responsible  for 
many  of  these  weaklings  being  brought  into  the  world.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  benefits  to  the  body  gained  by  the  open  air  life  become 
more  and  more  evident  each  year.  The  type  of  dwelling-house 
now  fifty  years  old  with  its  very  small  windows  which  do  not 
open,  and  with  its  supply  of  light  and  air  shut  off  by  the  close 
proximity  of  other  buildings,  is  now  giving  place  to  the  modern 
building  which  is(  commonly  seen  in  all  sites  where  present 
day  building'  is  in  progress.  Air  and  light  are  two  of  the  chief 
essentials  in  present  day  requirements  in  any  building  plan. 
The  desire  of  the  populace  for  more  light  and  air  is  evidenced 
by  the  army  of  hikers  seen  at  week-ends,  and  also  by  the 
modern  roofless  swimming  baths  which  are  being  constructed 
throughout  the  country. 

Yet  the  school  child  has  to  spend  the  five  or  six  best  hours 
of  the  day  in  a building  which  even  in  the  most  modern  school, 
shuts  out  the  health  giving  rays  of  the  sun,  and  where  the  air 
he  breathes  is  contaminated  by  the  vitiated  breaths  of  some 
thirty  or  forty  fellow  scholars.  The  common  infectious  diseases 
found  amongst  children  are  contracted  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases  from  the  breath  and  secretions  of  the  nose  and  mouth, 
and  the  environment  of  the  ordinary  class-room  is  most 
suitable  for  infection  to  spread  from  one  to  the  others. 

Many  Local  Education  Authorities  have  built  Open  Air 
Schools  providing  accommodation  for  those  children  who  are 
found  to  be  suffering  physically  and,  as  a result,  mentally  from 
the  effects  of  loss  of  sunlight,  insufficient  or  unsuitable  dietary 
or  bad  hygienic  home  conditions.  The  results  obtained  have 
entirely  justified  this  departure. 

If,  however,  education  carried  out  upon  such  lines  can 
produce  curative  results,  surely  it  would  be  possible  to  give 
every  scholar  part  of  his  daily  teaching  in  nature's  environment. 
Classes  held  in  the  open  air  in  playgrounds  would  benefit  all 
the  scholars  and  thereby  render  unnecessary  the  selection  of 
those  who  require  the  amenities  of  the  Open  Air  School.  Here 
again  prevention  will  save  cure,  and  in  the  long  run  be  found 
to  be  more  economical. 

The  mental  outlook  is  to  some  extent  dependent  upon  the 
physical  state.  The  latter  must  not  therefore  be  neglected  in 
an  endeavour  to  improve  the  mentality;  for  after  all,  what 
good  can  come  to  a brain,  highly  developed  where  a sound 
framework  to  support  it  is  not  provided  and  maintained.

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The  number  of  children  on  the  registers  is  again  reduced 
by  46,  due  to  the  continued  fall  in  the  birth  rate  which  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  14  years. 

The  following  Schools  have  been  decorated  during  1933  : — 
Leigh  Street,  St.  George’s,  and  Holy  Trinity;  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  and  resurfacing  of  the  School  Yard  of  Godley  Mixed 
commenced.  There  remains  yet  the  improvement  to  the  yards 
at  Godley  Infants  and  Holy  Trinity,  both  of  which  require 
resurfacing  with  a durable  preparation. 

II.— SCHOOL  MEDICAL  PREMISES  AND  STAFF. 

The  School  Clinic  is  situated  in  a central  position  of  the 
town  to  which  easy  access  is  possible  for  the  great  majority  of 
the  school  population.  The  accommodation  is  adequate  and 
consists  of  a waiting  room,  a consultation  room,  a dental 
surgery,  and  a minor  ailment  dressing  room.  The  furnishings 
and  internal  decorations,  however,  do  not  enhance  the  value 
of  the  premises ; these  rooms  could  be  vastly  improved  by  the 
choice  of  paint  work  which  would  show  where  soap  and  water 
is  required. 

The  following  Clinics  are  held  in  these  premises  and  have 
for  their  object  the  treatment  of  children  whose  parents  are 
not  in  a position  to  obtain  this  elsewhere. 

1 . -Minor  Ailments:—- 

Daily  9 — 12  a.m.,  to  deal  with  any  minor  ailments  to  which 
children  are  susceptible.  A School  Nurse  is  in  attendance.  On 
Mondays  and  Thursdays,  a Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance. 

2.  — -Eye  Clinic. 

Mondays  and  Thursdays,  11 — 12  a.m.,  to  deal  with  the 
cases  of  defective  vision  found  during  routine  and  special 
inspections.  A Medical  Officer  and  Nurse  are  in  attendance. 

3.  — Dental  Clinic. 

Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  9-30 — 12-30  and 
1-45 — 4-30  (Saturdays  9-30 — 12-30  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Cases  only)  to  deal  with  cases  found  to  require  treat- 
ment during  routine  dental  inspection  at  the  schools,  and  to  a

lesser  degree  to  treat  special  cases  referred  by  teachers  and 
parents  as  a matter  of  urgency.  A Dental  Surgeon  and 
attendant  are  present. 

Anaesthetic  Clinic,  one  per  month — to  deal  with  multiple 
extraction  and  septic  cases.  A visiting  Anaesthetist  and  Nurse 
are  in  attendance  in  addition  to  the  Dentist  and  attendant.

III.— CO-ORDINATION  WITH  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES- 

No  line  of  demarcation  exists  between  the  schemes  in  force 
for  dealing  with  the  child  population  of  the  Borough.  These 
schemes  continue  to  work  extremely  satisfactorily. 

IV.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AT  SCHOOLS. 

(1)  Routine  Inspection. — These  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board 
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of  Education  and  the  children  examined  were  of  the  following 
age  groups,  viz.:  — 

Entrants,  Intermediates  (8  years  of  age)  and  Leavers  (12 
years  of  age). 

The  object  of  such  inspections  is  to  detect  any  predisposing 
or  obvious  defect  which  is  preventing  or  likely  to  prevent  the 
child  obtaining  full  benefit  from  the  educational  facilities 
provided. 

The  number  examined  was  1337. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
parents  wffio  attended  at  the  times  of  inspection.  These 


attended  as  under  : —

The  fact  that  20.7  per  cent,  of  the  cases  examined  were 
found  to  require  medical  attention,  proves  the  need  of  this 
service.  In  addition  to  these,  23  per  cent,  were  considered 
cases  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

(2)  — Special  Inspections. — Children  of  all  ages  come  under 
this!  category  and  whom  have  been  referred  to  the  Medical 
Officer  for  an  opinion  either  at  the  School  Clinic  or  during  the 
visit  to  school  to  carry  out  the  Routine  examinations.  The 
number  examined  was  1014. 

(3)  Re-inspections. — All  children  found  defective  during 
Routine  or  Special  inspection  are  re-examined  periodically 
until  the  condition  has  been  remedied.  The  number  examined 
in  this  category  was  2028. 

The  details  and  classification  of  these  inspections  are 
recorded  in  Tables  I and  II.

V.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS  AND  ARRANGEMENTS 

FOR  TREATMENT. 


(a)  Malnutrition. 


The  nutritional  standard  is  one  upon  which  sufficient  data 
are  not  available  for  the  purposes  of  comparison.  Badly 
nourished  children  seen  are  rare;  but  until  a satisfactory 
standard  of  the  normal  type  can  be  obtained,  it  is  difficult  to  say 
whether  or  not  the  effects  of  unemployment,  unsuitable  dietary 
and  faulty  hygienic  home  conditions,  or  a combination  of  these, 
are  adversely  affecting  the  child  population  as  a whole. 


In  this  respect  and  with  the  view  of  determining  whether 
unemployment  plays  any  great  part  in  the  standard  of  nutrition 
the  following  tests  were  carried  out ; — 


Three  groups  of  100  children  each  were  examined  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  their  height  and  weight  with  a view  to 
comparing  the  results  obtained  by  applying  the  formula

estimate  of  the  height- weight  ratio.  The  character  of  growth 
can  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  nourishment  received. 


The  groups  A.  B.  and  C.  indicate  those  used  for  compara- 
tive purposes. 

In  group  A were  children  whose  home  conditions  were 
considered  above  the  average  working  class  type  and  where 
there  would  likely  be  a steady  income. 

In  group  B were  placed  those  whose  home  conditions 
were  considered  poor  and  the  parents  for  the  most  part  un- 
employed. 

In  group  C the  children  were  not  selected  according  to  any 
particular  conditions. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  as  a result  the  height-weight 
ratio  in  the  case  of  group  B was  in  general  below  that  of 
groups  A and  C,  although  not  to  any  great  extent,  and  that 
in  the  case  of  the  boys  only  was  there  any  definite  reduction. 
It  would  appear  therefore  that  front'  these  preliminary  tests 
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the  children  of  parents  who  are  suffering  from  trade  depression 
are  not  suffering  in  growth,  to  any  marked  extent,  as  a result 
thereof. 

In  order  to  carry  this  experiment  further  and  to  form  a 
more  definite  opinion  the  factors  of  free  meals  supply,  unem- 
ployment benefit  and  other  such  contributing  assistance,  require 
to  be  taken  into  account. 

(b)  Uncleanliness. 

An  average  of  three  visits  per  school  is  paid  by  the  School 
Nurses  for  the  purpose  of  examining  all  children  for  dirty 
and  verminous  conditions. 

Of  the  11,776  examinations  made,  215,  or  1.8  per  cent., 
were  considered  not  'clean’ — a highly  creditable  result,  which  is 
approximately  one-half  that  of  the  average  found  during  the  past 
three  years.  The  improvement  is  attributable  to  the  educational 
work  carried  out  by  the  Teachers  and  School  Nurses,  combined 
with  the  progressive  following  up  of  delinquent  cases. 

The  great  majority  of  cases  are  cleansed  at  home  by  the 
parents,  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  keep  their  children  clean, 
but  in  thirteen  cases  where  parental  control  was  lacking  the 
condition  was  treated  at  the  School  Clinic. 


(c)  Minor  Ailments. 


The  conditions  grouped  under  this  heading  are  enumerated 
in  Table  IV,  Group  1,  at  the  end  of  this  report.  The  majority 
are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  where  6,433  attendances  were 
made  by  children  and  2,532  by  parents.  It  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  the  number  of  these  conditions  has  fallen  by  25  per  cent, 
compared  with  last  year. 


Cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp  are  referred  to  the  Man- 
chester Skin  Hospital  for  X-Ray  Treatment. 

(d)  Visual  Defects. 


The  eyesight  of  all  children  is  tested  at  eight  years  of  age, 
and  again  at  twelve  years  of  age,  as  a matter  of  routine 

procedure. 
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Of  the  840  routine  examinations  of  eight  and  twelve  years 
old  children,  59  or  approximately  seven  per  cent.,  were  found 
to  require  spectacles. 

The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  twice  weekly,  and  the  majority  of 
the  children  obtain  their  spectacles  through  the  Authority’s 
Scheme,  whereby  there  is  no  cost  to  the  parents  for  the 
examination  and  the  prescribing  of  spectacles.  The  cost  of 
the  spectacles  never  exceeds  4s.,  and  for  necessitous  cases  this 
cost  may  be  borne  partially  or  wholly  by  the  local  Education 
Authority. 

The  number  of  cases  examined  at  the  Clinic  was  138,  and 
of  these  112  were  ordered  spectacles.  Included  amongst  this 
number  are  many  who  were  brought  for  re-testing  the  eyes, 
with  a view  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the  spectacles  then 
being  worn. 

(e)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects. 

The  number  of  children  found  to  have  enlarged  tonsils, 
adenoids,  or  both  combined  was  83,  while  a further  138  were 
recorded  as  requiring  to  be  kept  under  observation  for  the 
same  cause. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Local  Authority’s  Scheme,  26 
operations  were  carried  out  in  Ashton  Infirmary  by  a consultant 
surgeon,  and  every  case  subsequently  examined  by  your 
Medical  Officers  with  a view  to  the  results  obtained. 

This  number  of  operations  is  exactly  one  half  of  last  year’s 
numbers,  and  marks  a swing  of  the  pendulum  from  immediate 
operation,  to  the  direction  of  observation  only.  Only  in  those 
cases  where  definitely  ailing  conditions  are  due  to  the  presence 
of  unhealthy  noses  and  throats,  has  operative  treatment  been 
advised  by  your  Medical  Officers.  The  improved  conditions 
of  the  teeth  and  the  large  number  of  throat  operations  in 
previous  years,  must  also  be  considered  factors  in  the  reduction 
of  the  number  of  operations  for  the  removal  of  Tonsils  and 
Adenoids. 
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(f)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing. 

Cases  of  “ discharging  ears  ’’  continue  to  be  treated  as 
minor  ailments  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  account  for  a large 
percentage  of  the  number  of  attendances  and  treatment  carried 
out.  The  only  treatment  which  is  possible  at  such  a Clinic  is 
slow  and  in  many  cases  only  palliative,  necessitating  much  loss 
of  time  both  to  child  and  nurse.  Modern  methods  which 
unfortunately  cannot  be  given  at  this  Clinic  would  considerably 
reduce  this  and  provide  a cure  in  the  vast  majority  of  cases. 

Four  deaf  children  are  attending  Henshaw’s  School  for 
the  Deaf. 

(g)  Dental  Defects. 

The  work  of  the  Dental  Scheme  has  proceeded  upon  the 
lines  reported  in  previous  reports,  with  the  addition  however, 
that  more  provision  has  been  made  for  extraction  work  under 
general  anaesthesia — an  anaesthetist  with  special  experience 
having  been  appointed  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year. 

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

The  Education  Committee  pays  £80  per  annum  to  the 
Hyde  Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee  in  return  for  which 
any  cases  coming  under  this  category  may  be  examined  and 
treated  by  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre. 

There  are  fifteen  crippled  children  of  school  age,  twelve 
of  whom  have  received  treatment  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
a large  number  of  the  children  receive  Artificial  Sunlight  at  this 
same  Clinic. 

VI.— FOLLOWING  UP  AND  OTHER  WORK  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

NURSES. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  home  visits  as  under:  — 

In  connection  with  children  found  defective  472 
In  connection  with  infectious  diseases  201 
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Their  duties  also  include  the  preparation  of  children,  prior 
to  their  routine  examination  by  a doctor,  and  at  which  they 
attend,  attendance  at  re-inspection  sessions  in  the  schools,  the 
examination  of  all  children  three  times  annually  for  uncleanli-

ness,  and  attendance  at  the  clinics  to  carry  out  treatment 
advised  by  a doctor.

Diphtheria  of  a virulent  type  appeared  in  two  schools  but 
fortunately  by  the  adoption  of  active  preventive  measures  only 
two  cases  occurred  in  each  school.  It  is  regretted  that  two 
of  the  cases  died  in  spite  of  early  treatment  in  Hospital,  while 
the  remaining  two  cases  made  a recovery  after  a prolonged 
period  of  treatment. 

The  disease  in  this  form  appears  to  be  of  a type  which  is 
extremely  deadly,  and  a widespread  epidemic  would  be  likely 
to  result  in  serious  consequences. 

Of  the  non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  Whooping 
Cough  accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  cases,  e.g.,  79. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  to  a moderate  extent — St. 
George’s  School  being  primarily  affected  as  the  following  table 
shows : — 65

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IX.  BATHS  AND  SWIMMING. 


The  older  scholars  in  the  schools  attend  the  Public  Baths  as 
part  of  the  School  Curriculum,  and  at  a cost  borne  by  the  Educa- 
tion Committee.  Teachers  accompany  the  children,  and  in- 
structions are  given  in  Swimming,  Life  Saving,  etc. 

In  order  to  encourage  this  form  of  exercise  the  following- 
prizes  are  awarded  annually  : — 

Leadbitter  Knott  Challenge  Cup:  For  individual  competi- 
tion amongst  Hyde  School  Girls. 

Shepley  Challenge  Cup : For  individual  Competition 
amongst  Hyde  School  Boys. 

The  Brogden  and  Fowden  School  Challenge  Shield:  For 
team  swimming  competitions  amongst  the  Hyde  Elementary 
Schools  (Boys). 

The  Wood  Challenge  Shield:  For  team  swimming  com- 
petitions amongst  the  Hyde  Elementary  Schools  (Girls). 

In  addition,  the  Baths  Committee  grant  30  free  season 
tickets  entitling  the  holders  to  the  use  of  the  Corporation  Baths. 
These  are  competed  for  annually. 

X.  SUPPLY  OF  MILK  IN  SCHOOL. 

A supply  of  Milk  is  available  at  each  school  for  any  child 
upon  the  payment  of  Id.  per  day.  The  milk  is  supplied  in 
bottles,  each  holding  one-third  of  a pint,  and  fitted  with  special 
caps,  which  can  be  pierced  by  a straw,  through  which  the  milk 
is  drunk  by  the  child.  The  scholars  receive  their  bottles  at  the 
morning  interval,  and  consume  the  milk  under  the  supervision 
of  the  teachers. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  is  closely  scrutinised,  and  only  milk 
of  a high  degree  of  cleanliness  supplied  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  where  parents  cannot  afford  to  give 
the  children  the  milk  there  is  no  fund  available  whereby  the 
most  needful  cases  can  have  it. 

XI.  CO-OPERATION. 

The  assistance  given  to  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff 
by  Teachers  and  the  School  Attendance  Officer  is  appreciated. 
Lack  of  accommodation  occasions  difficulties  in  some  schools, 
but  the  interest  shown  by  the  teachers  in  the  work  of  medical 
and  dental  inspection  renders  these  difficulties  less  acute  than 
might  otherwise  be  the  case.  The  teachers  help  to  a great 
extent  in  insisting  upon  the  attendance  at  clinics  of  those 
children  for  whom  appointments  have  been  made  for  treatment. 
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Every  endeavour  is  made  to  prevent  the  wastage  of  time 
which  may  occur  by  such  attendances  as  are  made  for  trivial 
conditions  which  often  arise  during  the  Arithmetic  lesson. 

The  work  of  the  Medical  Services  has  a definite  bearing 
upon  the  school  attendance,  and  for  this  reason  constant  touch 
is  maintained  with  the  School  Attendance  Officer. 

Parents  are  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  sympathetically 
inclined  towards  the  medical  examination  of  the  children  and 
that  this  is  so  is  evidenced  by  the  number  who  attend  with  the 
children  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

XII.  BLIND,  DEAF,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC  CHILDREN. 

The  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  detec- 
tion of  the  above  conditions  are  followed  throughout,  although 
in  the  case  of  Mentally  Defective  cases  no  Special  .School 
accommodation  has  been  provided. 

The  number  found  is  given  in  Table  III  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

XIII.  PARENTS’  PAYMENTS. 

In  all  cases  where  operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids, 
X-Ray  treatment  of  Ringworm,  the  provision  of  Spectacles 
and  the  supply  of  nourishments  are  prescribed,  it  is  incumbent 
upon  the  parents  to  provide  a statement  of  income  etc.,  upon 
the  consideration  of  which  the  amount  of  payment  for  such 
treatment  is  decided. 

In  the  case  of  minor  ailments  and  dental  treatment  a con- 
tribution box  is  provided. 

XIV.  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  ACTS. 

The  number  of  children  to  whom  Employment  Certificates 
were  granted  during  the  year  was  32.  These  children  are 
allowed  to  do  such  work  as  selling  newspapers,  delivering  milk, 
etc.,  after  school  hours,  provided  their  physical  condition  is  not 
adversely  affected  thereby,  so  as  to  cause  loss  of  school 
attendance.

NOTES  ON  TABLE  I. 

(a)  The  return  refers  to  a complete  calendar  year. 

(b)  This  heading  relates  solely  to  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  the 
three  ordinary  age  groups,  i.e.,  to  medical  inspection  carried  out: — 

(i)  in  compliance  with  article  17  of  the  Consolidated  Regulations 

relating  to  Special  Services — Grant  Regulations  No.  19  ; 

(ii)  on  the  school  premises  (or  at  a place  specially  sanctioned  by 

the  Board)  ; 

(iii)  for  the  purpose  of  making  a report  on  each  child  on  the  lines 

of  the  approved  Schedule  set  out  in  Circular  582. 

(c)  Under  this  heading  would  be  recorded  routine  inspections  of 
children  who  do  not  fall  under  the  three  code  age-groups,  e.g.,  routine 
inspections  of  a fourth  age-group  or  of  other  groups  of  children,  as  distinct 
from  those  who  are  individually  selected  on  account  of  some  suspected  ill- 
health  for  “Special’ ’ Inspection. 

(d)  A Special  inspection  is  a medical  inspection  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  himself  or  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers  on  his  staff  of  a child 
specially  selected  or  referred  for  such  inspection,  i.e.,  not  inspected  at  a 
routine  medical  inspection  as  defined  above.  Such  children  may  be  selected 
by  the  Medical  /Officer  during  a visit  to  the  school  or  may  be  referred  to 
him  by  the  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  Attendance  Officers,  Parents,  or  other- 
wise, at  the  Inspection  Clinic  or  elsewhere.  If  a child  happens  to  come 
before  the  School  Medical  Officer  for  special  inspection  during  a year  in 
which  it  falls  into  one  of  the  routine  groups,  its  routine  inspection  should 
be  entered  in  Part  A of  Table  1,  and  its  special  inspection. 

(e)  Under  this  heading  are  entered  the  medical  inspections  of  children 
who  as  the  result  of  a routine  or  special  inspection  come  up  later  on  for 
subsequent  inspection,  whether  at  the  school  or  at  the  Inspection  Clinic. 
The  first  inspection  in  every  case  is  entered  as  a routine  or  special  inspec- 
tion as  the  case  may  be.  Every  subsequent  inspection  of  the  same  defect 
is  entered  as  a re-inspection. 

Attendances  for  treatment  by  a Nurse,  or  for  examinations  by  anyone 
other  than  a Doctor  on  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  are  not 
recorded  as  medical  inspections, 
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Table  II.

NOTES  ON  TABLE  III. 


(a)  This  Table  includes  all  children  in  the  area  for  whom  the  Local 
Education  Authority  are  responsible  and  who  (except  in  the  case  of  chil- 
dren suffering  from  epilepsy  which  is  not  severe  and  certain  classes  of 
tuberculous  and  crippled  children)  have  been  ascertained  to  be  blind,  deaf, 
defective,  or  epileptic  within  the  meaning  of  Part  V.  of  the  Education  Act, 
1921.  It  is  the  statutory  duty  of  every  Local  Education  Authority  formally 
to  ascertain  all  defective  children  in  their  area  irrespective  of  the  actual 
provision  now  made  for  their  instruction  in  Special  Schools.  Every 
Authority  should  have  a complete  list  of  such  children,  compiled  from 
returns  made  continuously  during  the  year,  and  recorded  in  this  Table  as 
it  stands  on  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  year. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Table,  no  child  is  included  whose  defect  has 
not  been  ascertained  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  or  a medical  member  of 
the  Authority’s  staff.  Children  ascertained  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of 
the  County  are  included. 

The  definitions  of  defective  children  as  given  in  the  Act  are  as  follows: 

A blind  child  is  a child  who  is  too  blind  to  be  able  to  read  the  ordinary 
school  books  used  by  children. 

A deaf  child  is  a child  who  is  too  deaf  to  be  taught  in  a class  of  hearing 
children  in  an  elementary  school. 

Mentally  and  Physically  Defective  children  are  children  who,  not  being 
imbecile  and  not  being  merely  dull  and  backward,  are  defective,  that  is  to 
say,  children  who  by  reason  of  mental  or  physical  defect  are  incapable  of 
receiving  proper  benefit  from  the  instruction  in  the  ordinary  public  ele- 
mentary schools,  but  are  not  incapable  by  reason  of  that  defect  of  receiving 

benefit  from  instruction  in  such  special  classes  or  schools  as  under  Part  V. 
of  the  Act  may  be  provided  for  defective  children. 

Epileptic  children  are  children  who,  not  being  idiots  or  imbeciles,  are 
unfit  by  reason  of  severe  epilepsy  to  attend  the  ordinary  public  elementary 
schools. 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  this  return  children  who  are  blind  within  the 

meaning  of  the  Act  are  divided  into  two  categories,  i.e.,  (1)  those  who  are 
totally  blind  or  so  blind  that  they  can  only  be  appropriately  taught  in  a 
school  or  class  for  totally  blind  children,  and  (2)  those  who  though  they 
cannot  read  ordinary  school  books,  or  cannot  read  them  without  injury  to 
their  eyesight,  have  such  power  of  vision  that  they  can  appropriately  be 
taught  in  a school  or  class  for  the  partially  blind. 

It  should  be  understood,  however,  that  children  who  are  able  by  means 
of  suitable  glasses  to  read  the  ordinary  school  books  used  by  children  with- 
out fatigue  or  injury  to  their  vision,  are  not  included  in  this  Table. 

(c)  It  should  be  understood  that  none  of  the  children  in  this  category 
should  in  fact  be  attending  public  elementary  schools.  When  numbers  are 
recorded  in  this  heading,  it  is  merely  because  at  present  the  insufficiency 
of  Special  School  accommodation  makes  it  impossible  to  do  better  for  some 
of  these  children  than  to  allow  them  to  attend  the  ordinary  school,  or 
because  there  is  some  other  reason  which  accounts  for  the  temporary 
attendance  of  the  children  at  the  ordinary  school. 
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(d)  Children  who  are  deaf  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  are  classified 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Table  as  (1)  totally  deaf  or  so  deaf  that  they  can 
only  be  appropriately  taught  in  a school  or  class  for  the  totally  deaf,  and 
(2)  partially  deaf,  i.e.,  those  who  can  appropriately  be  taught  in  a School 
or  class  for  the  partially  deaf. 

(e)  This  category  includes  only  those  children  for  whose  education  and 
maintenance  the  Local  Education  Authority  are  responsible,  and  should 
exclude  all  children  who  have  been  notified  to  the  Local  Authority  under 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

(f)  In  this  part  of  the  Table,  only  those  children  are  included  who  are 
epileptic  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

For  practical  purposes,  children  who  are  subject  to  attacks  of  major 
epilepsy  in  school  should  be  recorded  as  “severe"  cases  and  be  excluded 
from  ordinary  public  elementary  schools. 

(g)  Children  with  “open”  tuberculosis  are  of  course  promptly  excluded 
from  public  elementary  schools. 

(i)  The  exact  classification  of  physically  defective  children  is  ad- 
mittedly a matter  of  difficulty. 

(j)  These  are  children  whose  general  health  renders  it  desirable  that 
they  should  attend  Open  Air  Schools. 

(k)  These  are  children  who  are  suffering  from  a degree  of  crippling 
severe  enough  to  interfere  materially  with  a child’s  normal  mode  of  life,  i.e., 
children  who,  generally  speaking,  are  unable  to  take  part  in  any  complete 
sense,  in  physical  exercises  or  games  or  such  activities  of  the  school  curricu- 
lum as  gardening  or  forms  of  handwork  usually  engaged  in  by  other 
children. 

(l)  These  are  children  whose  defect  is  so  severe  as  to  necessitate  the 
provision  of  educational  facilities  other  than  those  of  the  Public  Elementary 
School.

(a)  The  Table  deals  with  all  defects  treated  during  the  year,  however 
they  were  brought  to  the  Authority's  notice,  i.e.,  whether  by  routine 
inspection,  special  inspection,  or  otherwise,  during  the  year  in  question  or 
previously. 

(b)  This  heading  includes  all  cases  that  received  treatment  under 
definite  arrangements  or  agreement  for  treatment  made  by  the  Local 
Education  Authority  and  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Education  under 
Section  80  of  the  Education  Act,  1921.  Cases  which,  after  being  recom- 
mended for  treatment  or  advised  to  obtain  it,  actually  received  treatment 
by  private  practitioners,  or  by  means  of  direct  application  to  Hospitals,  or 
by  the  use  of  hospital  tickets  supplied  by  private  persons,  etc.,  are 
entered  under  other  headings. 

(c)  If  any  treatment  is  given  for  more  serious  diseases  of  the  ear  (e.g., 
operative  treatment  in  hospital)  it  is  not  recorded  here. 

(d)  Particulars  as  to  the  measures  adopted  by  the  Authority  for  pro- 
viding treatment  for  other  types  of  defects  (e.g.,  for  orthopeedic  treatment) 
are  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

(e)  The  heading  “Specials"  in  this  Table  relates  to  all  children 
inspected  by  the  School.  Dentist  otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  the  routine 
inspection  of  children  in  one  of  the  age  groups  covered  by  the  Authority's 
approved  scheme,  namely,  to  children  specially  selected  by  her,  or  referred 
by  Medical  Officers,  Parents,  Teachers,  etc.,  on  account  of  urgency.  The 
number  inspected  in  each  age  group  is  separately  shown,  as  well  as  the 
total,  but  under  “Specials"  only  the  total  number  is  given. 

(f)  A statement  as  to  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  cleansing  verminous  children  and  a record  of  the  cases  in 
which  legal  proceedings  were  taken,  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report, 
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
